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REPORT OF SECRETARY OF STATE. 



DEPAETMENT OF STATE, 

Austin, Texas, December 23, 1882. 

To His Excellency 0. M. Roberts^ Oovernor : 

Sir — I have the honor to submit the following report for the year 
1882 : 

LAWS AND JOURNALS. 

Immediately after the adjournment of the extra session of the Seven- 
teenth Legislature, the acts and journals of said session were printed 
and distributed to all officers entitled to the same. 

A great many applications are annually made by private citizens for 
copies of the laws. It is deemed advisable that the Legislature should 
provide for printing an edition large enough to supply this demand, 
and authorize the Secretary of State to sell at cost price. 

The number of journals now required to be printed, to-wit, five hun- 
dred copies, is entirely insufficient I recommend that the number be 
increased to one thousand copies. 

REVISED STATUTES. 

The appropriation made by the Legislature for the reprint of the 
Revised, Statutes has been expended for said purpose. One thousand 
copies have been printed and delivered by A. H. Belo & Co., con- 
tractors. 

TEXAS REPORTS. 

Under the act of May 6, 1882, which authorized the Secretary of 
State •' to purchase for the use of the State a sufficient number of vol- 
umes of the Texas Reports, which, together with those now on hand, 
would make complete sets of three hundred copies of each of the vol- 
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nines of Reports for which there were no phites in cxistenee, and two 
hundred copies each of tlie other volumes," a contract was made with 
the Gilbert Book Company, of St. Louis, to furnish said Reports. 
Said contract bears date May 9, 1882. At same time a bond in the 
sum of fifteen thousand (iollars, conditioned for the faithful perform- 
ance of the contract, was required A relinquishment to the State of 
Texas of the copyright on said volumes was executed by said Gilbert 
Book Company, and is now on file with contract and bond in this De- 
partment Under said contract, which, I believe, has been strictly and 
faithfully complied with, I have received three hundred copies each of 
volumes 18, 20, 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 25 sup., 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 35, 
36, 37, 38, 39, and 40; eighty copies each of Dallam and volumes 
2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13; forty copies of volume 14; seventy- 
five copies of volume 19 ; sixty copies of volume 27; thirty-five copies 
each of volumes 41, 42, 43, 44, 45, 46, 48, 49, 50, 51, 52. The balance 
of said Reports contracted for are to be delivered on or before July 1, 
1883. 

The list of books yet to be delivered is as follow\s, to-wnt: Eighty 
copies of Dallam ; eighty copies of volume 2 ; eighty copies of volume 3 ; 
. one hundred and twenty copies each of volumes 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 
13 ; one hundred and sixty copies of volume 14 ; one hundred copies of 
volume 15; thii'ty copies of volume 16; one hundred and twenty-five 
copies of volume 19 ; one hundred and forty copies of volume 27; one 
hundred and sixty-five copies each of volumes 41, 42, 43, 44, 45, 46, 
48, 49, 50, 51, 52 ; one hundred and forty copies of volume 47; forty 
copies of volume 54; and one hundred and twenty-five copies of vol- 
ume 53. 

I have distributed to the district clerks of one hundred and six 
counties all the volumes required to complete their sets, and have kept 
a record of said distribution in the office. Quite a number of counties 
have made no applications for books. 

There have been received during the year from the court reporters 
volumes 55 and 56, Texas Reports, and volumes 11 and 12, Court of 
Appeals Reports, and distribution made of same to the counties of the 
State and to the libraries of other States. 

I would suggest that Article 2725, Revised Statutes, which requires 
two copies of each volume of Reports to be sent to each county, should 
be so amended as to require but one copy. 

CHARTEKS. 

The long list of charters to be found in Appendix to this report, 
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shows to what extent the mania for forming private corporations has 
gone. Whilst I approve of the organization of a certain class of cor- 
porations, inasmuch as they unite capital to develop our resources and 
to accomplish results which private enterprise could hardly effect, yet 
I feel called upon to report that very many of the charters now being 
filed have " humbug" stamped on every page. The law should be so 
modified as to allow only the incorporation of companies whose objects 
are of some practical utility. 

ELECTION RETURNS. 

The returns of the election held November 7, 1882, were opened 
and counted on December 18, this being the day fixed by law. 

Certificates of election have been issued to th^ several State and dis- 
trict officers and to Members of Congress. 

Eeturns for State officers and Members of Congress, by counties, ap- 
pear in Appendix. 

Since the Department of which I am in charge has closer connection 
with the election law than any other Department, allow me. Governor, 
to recommend that the law should be re-enacted, and that the new law 
should provide for two sets of election officers, and that the coant 
should be proceeded with as the vote is being cast ; that the precinct 
officers make returns to county judges within three days, and that 
county judges make returns immediately after receipt, to the Secretary 
of State, and that he open and count the vote on the fifteenth day 
after the election, instead of the fortieth, as the law now provides. 

UNIVERSITY. 

As per requirement of joint resolution of the Legislature, approved 
May 5, 1882, your Excellency, by proclamation, ordered that at the 
general election held November 7, 1882, the vote of the people be 
taken for the location of the Branch of the University for the Instruc- 
tion' of Colored Youths. The returns of the election were opened 
and counted by the Secretary of State in the presence of the Attorney- 
General. The declaration of the result of said election is as follows : 

State of Texas, Department of State, } 
Austin, December 19, 1882. S 

Whereas, It appears from the count just made of the returns of the election held Novem- 
ber 7, 1882, Austin received 28,329 votes for the location of the Branch of the University for 
Colored Youths; Prairie View received 13,160 votes; Houston received 14,000 votes; Pales- 
tine received 2490 votes; Paris received 592G votes; Brenham received 2165 votes; Pitts- 
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burg received 9575 votes; Greorgetown received 1465 votes; and various other towns received 
a scattering vote amounting to 1865 votes. 

Austin having received the largest number of votes, I hereby declare that Austin has 
been selected as the location of the Branch of the State University for the Instruction of 
Colored Youths.

COURT ROOM. 

The last Legislature made it my duty to contract with Mr. Wm. 
Brueggerhoff for third story and six rooms of second story of his 
building on Congress Avenue, for the use of the courts. I accordingly 
procured said rooms, and at the expiration of the term of court paid 
to Mr. Brueggerhoff the amount of the appropriation, $562.50, for three 
months rent. 

At the end of the three months the lease was continued until Janu- 
ary 1, 1883, on the upper story and two rooms of second story (giving 
up four rooms) at $135 per month. The accounts have been approved, 
but not paid, there being no appropriation. I respectfully ask that 
Your Excellency recommend that the appropriation be made. 

BOOK ROOM. 

The room rented by the State for storage of Reports, laws, and 
other books, has been shelved and put in as good order as circumstances 
would admit. There being no room in the temporary capitol set apart 
for this purpose, I suggest that the appropriation of $15 per month be 
made so as to continue to rent and occupy said room. 

OFFICE FEES 

received for charters, certificates, copies, etc., amount to $9494.70, which 
sum has been paid into the State Treasury. 

COMMISSIONS. 

Considerable complaint has been made that two dollars, the price 
charged for commissions under the present law, is excessive. I would 
recommend that the fee be reduced to one dollar, and that all officers 
be required to have commissions. 

RAILROADS. 

Comparatively few railroad charters have been filed. Names, capi- 
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tal stock, and places of business of companies incorporated, appear in 
Appendix. 

REQUISITIONS AND WARRANTS. 

The record shows that one hundred and twenty-four requisitions 
have been made for return of fumtives. and sixtv-three warrants issued 
on requisitions received from other States. 

PARDONS AND REMISSIONS. 

Exhibit C, of the Appendix, shows number of pardons granted and 
amounts of fines remitted. 

TRAVIS COUNTY OFFICIALS. 

I deem it right and proper that public acknowledgment should be 
made of the obligation which the State is under to Travis county and 
to her courteous officials who came to our rescue and furnished this 
and other Departments with quarters, rent free^ ever since the burning 
of the old capitol. 

ASSISTANTS.

Messi's. Spain, Callaway, and Ellis, gentlemen of whom I took occa- 
sion to speak in terms 'of commendation in my last report, are still in 
the office and faithful to duty. 

CONCLUSION. 

With the conclusion of this report I well nigh conclude my nine 
years term of service in this Department. Conscious of errors com- 
mitted and omissions made, I am conscious, too, that through all these 
years I have been actuated by an honest purpose to serve well and 
faithfully the people, whose interests have been entrusted to me. 
Allow me to express to Your Excellency my appreciation of the kind- 
ness and forbearance which you have ever manifested towards me.
